A 45-mph speed limit for Rand rd. was urged this week 
in an effort to halt a skyrocketing accident and fatality rate 
on U. S. 12 between Lake Zurich and Des Plaines. 
Boasting one of the bloodiest traffic records in Cook 
county, this 16-mile stretch of 4-lane pavement is acknow­ 
ledged as the “death trap” of the northwest suburbs.

Two Aldermen Oppose Action; 
Referendum Vote Is Possible 


Action was taken at 2 a.m. Wednesday to begin negotia­ 
tions to repeal the ordinance creating the office of village 
manager in Arlington Heights and to write a new ordinance 
to create the office of village comptroller. 
This action resulted from a motion made by Trustee 
Forrest F. Davis, and seconded by Trustee James Millay 
asking the board’s permission to authorize village attorney 
Hugo J. Thai to draw up said ordinances. 
Due to the late hour Trustee Robert Bishop moved the 
meeting be adjourned, and the motion was seconded by Trus­ 
tee Richard Bronwell, taking precendent over the preceding 
motion. It was defeated 4-2. Bishop then moved that the 
matter be deferred until the board, as a whole, could dis­ 
cuss details of making such a change. Bronwell seconded the 
motion, but it was defeated 4-2. 
Davis said there would be plenty of time to discuss the 
change when the ordinance was presented and called for the 
question, which was passed 4-2, Bishop and Bronwell cast­ 
ing the negative votes.

An increase in the number of 
suburbs that get their water from 
the Chicago water .department is 
recommended in a 25-year plan 
prepared for the department by 
t h e engineering firm of Alvord, 
Burdick and Howson, 
To enable the city to extend its 
water 
service 
to Illinois 
towns 
within 30 miles of it. the report rec­ 
ommends construction of 4 trans­ 
mission lines — Arlington Heights; 
Elmhurst - Lombard; LaGrange - 
Western 
Springs; 
a n d Chicago 
Heights - Park Forest. 
Construction of the lines — de­ 
signed to serve some 34 communi­ 
ties—would cost $15 million, the 
report estimates. 
Communities to he served by the 
extended service would come from 
among 85 communities in the area 
now dependent on well water. 
The report defines the area con­ 
sidered as extending west to the 
Fox river and excluding the India­ 
na cities to the south and the lake 
shore cities to the north. 
The report found that Chicago 
can supply water to the communi­ 
ties of the area at a lower cost 
than any other agency, while still 
receiving adequate compensation. 
The Chicago water department 
now supplies water to 51 suburbs. 
This now' takes 9 per cent of the 
total pumped by the Chicago de­ 
partment. Even with the addition­ 
al service recommended, the re­ 
port concludes, the percentage of 
water pumped to the suburbs would 
by 1980 have risen to only 18 per 
cent.

There is no such “ceiling” for 
veterans in school under the Kor- 
carn GI bill. However, there is one 
for Korea veterans taking on-the- 
j job training.

Eye-Witness Renorf 


Palestine Human Volcano 
Ready to Erupt Any Time 


<TTus is the first in a special series of eye-witness reports 
by Rev. Birger Dahl, of Arlington Heights Methodist church. 
on the N ear East, one of the world’s most sensitive and least 
understood trouble spots I 
by' BIRGER DAHL 
I have just returned from Palestine. 
For 44 days I traveled through Lebanon, Egypt, Jordan, 
Israel, Syria, and Turkey by plane, automobile, donkey, rail­ 
road, camel, and boat. 
What I saw was a land fraught with tension and under­ 
current. 
A divided nation spilling over with bitterness and anxiety. Palestine 
k fitting on top of a hum an volcano threatening to erupt at any moment. 
The N ear E ast presents dram atic contrasts. 
There are the 800,000 Arab refugees forced to exist in rag tents 
and rock caves. 
Israel, a new’ and ambitious state, is forging ahead, building new 
cities, attem pting a new way of life. 
And on die old walls of Jerusalem , arm ed soldiers parade night and 
day on a ceaseless watch. 
There is an alarming lack of knowledge about the real story of the 
Israeli-Arab crisis. 
It is hoped that through these articles, readers of Paddock Publi­ 
cations will come to see the Palestine problem in historical perspective, 
and also share what my eyes have seen and my ears have heard among 
Jew’s and Arabs in their home countries. 
Most im portant of all, these articles are designed to provide readers 
with enough facts and details to draw intelligent conclusions and thus 
assist in developing a strong enough public opinion working for a right­ 
eous peace. 
The key to understanding Palestine is some knowledge of the con­ 
troversial National Zionist movement. 
The seed of Zionism is found in the 137th Psalm . 
“ By the rivers of Babylon, there we sat down: we wept when we 
‘ remembered Zion . . . how shall we sing the Lord'* song in a foreign 
land? If I forget thee, O Jerusalem, let my right hand forget her 
running; let my tongue cleave to the f-oof of my mouth, if I remember 
thee not; if I set not thee Jerusalem above my chiefest joy.** 
As early as 1837, Sir Moses Montefiore visited Palestine and spent 
much of his wealth in helping Jew s return to the Holy Land without 
statehood ambitions. 
It was in 1862 that Moses Hess write the first presentation of Zion­ 
ism in his book ‘'Rome and Jerusalem .” 
In the eighties, Baron Edmond de Rothchild developed agricultural 
colonies in Palestine. 
Leo Pinsker wrote his “ Auto-Emancipation” in 1882, which advo­ 
cated that Jew’s rem ain as a distinctive group within the country in 
which they reside. His ambition was a homeland for the Jews. but not 
necessarily Palestine. Under his leadership, the first Jewish National 
conference m et in Silesia in 1884. 
Zionism took deep roots in 1896 when Theodor Herzl, Austrian 
journalist, set forth the principle that the new state should be policical 
and economic rather than religious. Its locale was unimportant. 
Said Bertha Spafford Vester, w’ho has spent a lifetime in Palestine: 
“ Serious trouble between Jews and Arabs in Palestine did not exist until 
the national aspirations of one threatened the sovereign rights of the 
other.” 
National Zionism was given its greatest impetus bv 2 World Wars. 
Prom ises were made to Arabs and Jews by Britain when Palestine 
was under a British M andate following defeat of the Turks in 1917. 
Arabs were promised independence—except for “ portions of Syria 
and lying w’est of D am ascus,” which is now Syria and Lebanon. There 
is no evidence that this was to include Palestine. King Hussein w’ould 
never have agreed to the exception of Palestine, and he accepted the 
British promises in good faith. 
November I. 1917. another promise wa* made for Palestine—in­ 
deed a land of promises. 
This was the Balfour Declaration, an outgrowth of a favor to Dr. 
Chaim Weizmann. who invented a new process of obtaining wood al­ 
cohol at the request of Lloyd George, British m inister of munitions at 
that time. 
To please Dr. Weizmann and his fellow’ Zionists, this exact state­ 
m ent was included in the declaration: 
“His M ajesty’s government 
views with favor the establishm ent in Palestine of a national home for 
the Jewish people and will use their best endeavors of facilitate the 
achievem ent of this object, it being clearly understood that nothing shall 
be done which m ay prejudice the civil and religious rights of existing 
non-Jewish communities in Palestine, or the rights and political status 
enjoyed by Jew s in any other country." 
Britain now’ found herself in an impossible position—to please both 
Jew’s and Arabs. 
During the first years under the mandate, the development of the 
National home was slow. But in 1928 there was Arab resistance be­ 
cause of the increase of Zionist settlers and in 1929 violent disturb­ 
ances broke out which prompted a number of British commissioners 
lo seek wavs to quell the uprisings. 
Finally, World War II broke out and a strict limit placed upon 
Jew ish im m igration. 
, , 
During World W ar II, the Jews won the sympathy of the Western 
P o w ers because of N azi oppression and m ass killings. 
Assistance was not enough, how ever, for the Zionists. They sought 
ie establishm ent of a Jewish arm y with its own flag and placed on a 
itional status. 
There w’as hope that recognition for a Zionist state would be given 
• the San Francisco charter, but the attem pt failed. 
In 1946, an Anglo-American committee was sent to Palestine, 
’hey favored a single, bi national state, but this plan was not given 
moderation In the I*.S. because of political pressure. 
Without U.S. aid. Britain was unwilling to continue its League of

Trees To Stop Erosion Now 
Available To Farmers Here 


Farm ers and other rural land­ 
owners can now reserve trees from 
the state nurseries for forest plant­ 
ing, Carl F. Mees, Cook county 
farm adviser announced. T h e s e 
trees, grown at the Union county 
state nursery near Jonesboro and 
at the Mason county nursery east 
of Havana, m ay be used to estab­ 
lish a forest stand to grow’ forest 
crops, 
control 
erosion, 
develop 
wildlife cover or start a field shel- 
terbelt. He wanned, however, that 
trees from this source cannot be 
used in ornam ental, landscaping 
or farm stead windbreak plantings. 


Among the softwoods, generally 
evergreens, 
light 
species—jack 
pine, red cedar, red pine, white 
pine, bald cypress, loblolly pine, 
scotch pine and shortleaf pine—are 
offered this year. Foresters recom ­ 
mended that Scotch pine be con­ 
fined to growing Christm as trees 
because it develops too poorly for 
tim ber use, Mees pointed out. The

FARM AREAS that are econom­ 
ically adapted to forest planting 
generally have slopes too steep to 
till or graze, severely eroded areas 
and soils too low in fertility to 
make soil treatm ents worth while. 
Often small areas isolated from 
the main part of the farm and low 
lands subject to frequent flooding 
are well adapted to forest use. 
Wood crops that can be expected

Christm as trees and fence posts 
to poles and sawlogs. 
“The early bird catches the first 
worm ” is a well-known adage that 
applies to ordering trees, the farm 
adviser said. He urges those ex­

D. J. Bray says that shallow, 
frequently changed litter may be 
cleaner than deep litter. But it 
can get so damp in just a few 
days during the winter that rapid­ 
ly growing disease germs will in­ 
fect the flock. a v a 
A DEEP LITTER will keep your 
flock “high and dry,” he says. 
Here’s how to start a deep litter: 
Put three inches or more of clean 
litter on the floor when you house 
your pullets. Then add more dur­ 
ing the fall to a depth of about 
six inches by Christmas. 
After that you usually don’t need 
to add any more litter until you 
clean the floor for next fall’s new 
crop of pullets. 
But there’s more to it than that, 
cautions Bray. A deep litter won’t 
cure poor management. Here are 
a few tips he gives to keep a deep 
litter effective:

USE COARSELY ground corn­ 
cobs, chopped straw, wood shav­ 
ings or sawdust for the litter. A 
good litter must be coarse enough 
not to pack, with enough evaporat­ 
ing surface to keep it dry. 
Stir the litter whenever it starts 
to mat. To keep down ammonia 
fumes, stir in about 15 pounds of 
hydrated lime for each IOO square 
feet of floor space. Lime is uaually 
needed in damp, cold weather.

TO GET A GOOD estimate of 
your losses, count all the kernels 
in a strip 40 inches wide and 80 
inches long extending across the 
two picked rows.

To figure ear corn loss, pick up 
the ears (except nubbins) that you 
find around 40 consecutive hills of 
checked corn or from 132 feet (44 
steps) of drilled row. Each ear 
represents a bushel of corn left 
for each acre, because the area 
measured is about 1/100 acre and 
there are usually IOO ears to each 
bushel.

MAKE THESE checks at about 
four places in the field. Average 
them to get a reliable estimate. 
Spot checks 
and experiments 
made over the years have shown 
an average loss of about six bush­ 
els an acre, Pickard says. Some

fallen ears. But you can reduce 
field losses by traveling slowly, 
having snapping rolls properly ad­ 
justed o” replacing them if they 
are worn.

Reduce Corn 


Picker Losses 


You can lower shelled and ear 
corn picker losses, says assistant 
farm adviser John B. Bicket. 
Bicket says that Wendell Bow­ 
ers, 
University of Illinois 
agri­ 
cultural engineer, 
suggests driv­ 
ing slowly, particularly in good 
corn. Tests at the university show’ 
that a speed of three miles an hour 
or less is best for most field con­ 
ditions, except in light corn, where 
it may be better to drive a little 
faster. 
* * * 
STAYING ON the row is im­ 
portant too, Bowers says, particu­ 
larly in fields 
that 
have 
been 
damaged by corn borers. Unless 
the stalk goes straight into the 
snapping rolls, the ears may be 
knocked off and lost. Also, keep 
the picker snouts 
low 
to 
help 
pick up leaning stalks. 
Worn snapping rolls can cause 
heavy 
shelled 
corn 
losses, 
he 
warns. Install new rolls when the 
old ones get worn. Also, set snap­ 
ping rolls as close together as you 
can without causing clogging. 
Finally, make your picker oper­ 
ation safe by never unclogging, 
oiling or adjusting the 
machine 
while it is * running. Bowers cau­ 
tions. It takes just 1/7 of a second 
for the machine to drag your hand 
into the snapping rolls. And you 
can’t let go of the stalk that fast.

Weight Here 


Pigs weighing from 190 to 220 
pounds are most likely to make 
number one slaughter hogs. 
G. R. Carlisle, extension live­ 
stock specialist at the University 
of Illinois college of agriculture, 
says every year some producers 
lose money because they market 
their hogs too light. 
The pigs probably look heavier 
at home than they really are, Car­ 
lisle says. To many “lights” can 
soon get to be a drug on the mar­ 
ket and cause a heavy price pen­ 
alty.

ON OTHER HAND, ifs also a 
mistake to hold hogs too long to 
put a few extra pounds on them. 
Hogs over 220 pounds are likely 
to be penalized, too. 
The specialist suggests that you 
look over your spring pigs care­ 
fully and be sure that they fall 
into the above weight category be- 
rore consigning them to market. 
Once in a while heavy hogs sell 
well in early fall when heavy mar­ 
ket hogs are scarce. A few of 
them are needed to fill the de­ 
mand, but you’ll usually be disap­ 
pointed if you point toward this 
market.

ample, if you are a person weigh­ 
ing 160 pounds, you must have a 
daily intake of 2,500 calories to 
remain at that weight.

Shade Trees Hit 
By Summer Pests; 
Need Food And Water 


Extrem ely 
hot, 
dry 
summer 
weather in the East, Midwest and 
South brought out unusually large 
numbers of red spiders, aphids 
and other insects to plague shade 
trees and lower their vitality. 
Spraying won’t help now, advise 
Davey tree experts, as leaves soon 


mg until the ground freezes can 
help restore vigor to pest-weaken­ 
ed trees. 


Feeding also is advised, espec­ 
ially for trees that have gone dry 
much of 
the 
summer. 
Even 
though trees soon will be dormant 
for the winter, they still can ab­ 
sorb nutrients that will give them 
a head start in the spring. That’s 
because root growth and activity 
continue well into the 
dormant J 
season. 


A tree food high in nitrogen con-1 


tent should be chosen for best ne-1 
suits. Water and food should be 
applied over the entire root area. 
If this is done properly, much of 
the damage caused by summer 
pests can be undone before cold 
weather sets in. But plans should 
be made for spraying next spring 
as soon as the pests reappear. 


Trees that go into winter in a 
weakend condition are easy tar­ 
gets for many troubles that vigor­ 
ous trees can easily survive. This 
is another good reason for fall 
watering and feeding.
